HIGH PRICES 

Inflation, which is identified and 
emphasized by the high prices pre- 
vailing today means in its simplest 
terms Uiat there Is too much money 
in circulation in relation to the 
goods available for buying- The 
three main factors causing infla- 
tion are: (1) an increase in the 
quantity or supply of money; (2) 
the velocity of money, which refers 
to the rapidity with which it is 
used for purchases, and (3) the 
relationship between the amount, 
of goods and services available and

the supply and velocity of money. 
In 1933 when economic activity 
was at a low level, the New Deal 
Democrat Administration embark- 
ed on a deliberate inflationary pol- 
icy'.' It was called reflation and its 
objsct was to raise prices. By the 
latter part of 1941, it was slated 
that $21 billion had been spent to 
raise prices to the 1926 level. In 
December, 1941, we entered the 
global war and huge quantities of 
money were spent. Wars are al- 
ways inflationary. Some idea of the 
expansion that took place can be 
obtained from the following fig- 
ures. The total volume of currency 
(pocketbook money and bank de- 
posits) circulating amounted in 
.Tune, 1939, to $36.7 billion. This 
rose to $110.2 billion in April, 1947. 
Congress passed an amended 
OPA bill designed to stimulate 
needed production, and to provide 
for the orderly removal of con- 
trols when certain conditions pre- 
vailed. Against the advice of his 
leaders, for Congress was still un- 
der Democrat control, President 
Truman vetoed the bill and there 
were no controls. The abrupt end- 
ing and uncertainty demoralized 
markets. After 30 days a new bill 
was passed by Congress and signed 
by the President. Shortly there- 
after, the President's own De-Con- 
trol Board removed controls on 
dairy products and grains.

L Merion Plans 
Amusement Tax 

10 Percent Levy Being 
Considered in Township 

Narberth residents, and others, 
who attend amusements in Lower 
Merion Township next year may 
have to pay a 10 percent tax , on 
admissions. 

Lower Merion Township Com- 
missioners Wednesday night au- 
thorized their solicitor to draw up 
an ordinance whereby the tax will 
be levied on the gross proceeds of 
all amusements. Amusements were 
defined as anything; to which ad- 
mission is charged. This wilfinciude 
movies, benefits, organization meet- 
ings, sports events, club meetings, 
fetes, bazaars, dances, skating rinks 
and all other similar events. 

The tax is being levied under Act 
4S1, passed at the last session of the 
Pennsylvania Legislature, whereby 
municipalities are permitted to tax 
anything not already taxed by the 
stale. 

Lower Merion Township, like 
many other municipalities, the com- 
missioners explained, is faced with 
I he rising cost, of operation in all 
departments of government. 

The township real estate tax is 
inow ten mills, which is the maxi 
;mum real estate tax allowable for 
j general purposes. In order to pro- 
duce additional revenue the com- 
! missioners have already imposed a 
lone-half mill tax on real estate for 
parks and recreation purposes. 
There are several other special pur- 
pose taxes allowable but the aggre- 
gate ervenue which they would pro- 
duce would probably be insufficient 
to meet the township's needs. 

Commissioners said the additional 
revenue is needed for major im- 
provements which 'have been long 
deferred such as roads, highways 
and storm drains. 

In many communities throughout. 
I he state, including Haverford 
Township, Lower Morion's next 
door neighbor, a tax has been im- 
pospri tinder Act 481. on transfers of 
real estate. Abington Township, 
where Willow Grove Amusement 
Park is local ed, was one of Hie first 
in this area to take advantage of 
Ibis legislation and impose an 
amusement tax. 

The Lower Merion ordinance will 
jbe advertised according lo law in a 
local newspaper and a date set. for 
a public hearing on the proposal, 
before final action is taken by the 
Board.

How About Some Variety 
In Touchdown Conversion? 

' Just . over 25 years ago the col 
lege football rule-makers at last 
realized that the goal after touch- 
down was about the most anti- 
climactic play in sport, and convert- 
ed it into something more elastic 
and varied. 

Until then, the kick for goal was 
automatic, following the touchdown. 
When a player crossed the goal line 
he continued running and fighting 
off defenders, trying to plant the 
ball behind the goal posts. By do- 
ing so, he gave his team a free 
kick at the goal 
from directly in 
front of it. 

If the touch- 
down - maker 
crossed the goal 
and was thrown 
in a corner of 
the field, h i s 
team had the 
choice of punt- 
ing out towara 
the center, with 
the kick made 
from the point 
at which the 
ball was caught, 

or bringing it straight out into the 
Held from where lie crossed the 
line, with the goal tried from the 
resulting angle. 

In any case, the team got a free 
kick at the goal. The team scored 
upon lined up under the posts and 
at the instant the man holding the 
ball for placement touched the ball 
to the ground, the defenders were 
allowed to rush forward in a hope- 
less effort to throw their hands up 
and block it. 

Then the rule-makers set about 
encouraging something besides the 
routine kick. They allowed the ball 
to be placed on the 3-yard line (it 
has since been advanced to the 2- 
yard line, and ruled that the point 
could be scored by a goal kick, a 
rush or ,a pass over the goal line. 

This was a decided improvement _ 
and for a while, teams with imagi- I 
nation capitalized on these possi- 
bilities.

completely, and lose because one 
could call in a specialist to kick the 
extra point, and the other either 
had no specialist or he made one 
of his rare failures — a failure that 
would mean absolutely nothing in 
90 per cent of games. 

Any new idea is received with 
hostility by the men who make 
football rules, but the play after 
touchdown could stand something 
.new. And here is a way to put new 
life and drama info the conversion, 
to turn the dullest play in the game 
into one of the most exciting: 

I suggest moving the ball back 
to the 5-yard line for the conver- 
sion. Then score one point, for a 
kicked goal, as now; score two 
points for rushing or passing the 
ball over the goal line. 

That would open the play up 
considerably, and the coach who 
scored first in a tough ball game 
would have a real decision to make 
— I say coach, because quarterbacks 
no longer have anything to say 
about most of these things. The 
team that scored would have to 
decide whether it should settle for 
the one point by a safe kick, or try 
to put real heat on the other side by 
going for two. 

If it made one point, and the 
other side scored later, then that 
team would have to think, too— 
should it: be content with a kick 
that would tie the score, or gamble 
for two points that would win — 
with the danger that the gamble 
might fail and the chance to tie 
would be gone. 

I hardly see how it eould he. 
argued that this would not 
greatly improve the touchdown 
And it would have the added 
advantage of greatly reducing 
Hie number of tie scores. Of 
course, I know the rule, makers 
won't do anything about it. Not 
until everybody else hns recog- 
nized how much better it ' 
would be.
